Extract  of  a ltttrr  from  Carthagena,  10th 
Sept.  i8io. 

I sen;  you,  by  the  last  vessel  for 
Philadelphia,  sevei al  documents  referring 
to  th.-  revolution  in  this  county. 

4-  There  exists  some  apprehension  that 
F.h.M  jnd  m tv  oppose  the  withdrawing  of 
this  country  from  the  regency,  and  on 
that  account  the  junta  of  Carthagena, 
his  made  no  such  declaration  yet  ; thrre 
is,  however,  no  d >ubt,  that  they  are  de- 
termined on  their  independence  from 
Spain  ; and  England,  by  oppo  ing  it  or 
putting  obstacles  in  the  way,  would  lose 
the  friend Ihip  of  this  country. — It  is 
known  here  that  when  the  accounts  from 
Carraccas  came  from  Vera  Cruz,  the  au- 
thorities there,  had  the  declaration  of 
in  lep-nd«nce  burnt  by  the  hangman  ; 
the  accounts  reaching  Mexico,  it  caused 
a fermentation,  which  at  the  moment  was 
subdued  by  the  natives  of  Spain  ; the 
arch-bilhop,  however,  who.  ^ since  laft 
year,  had  also  been  nominated  vice-king, 
would  not  continue  in  the  command,  and 
gave  it  up  the  royal  audiancia.  ^e 
have  no  exact  accounts  of  the  situation 
of  Peru  and  Buenos  Aries,  but,  it  is  said, 
they  are  in  a state  of  revolution.  Mexi- 
co will  probably  be  the  lalt,  as  the  pro- 
portion of  native  Spaniards  is  greater  in 
that  country  than  in  the  others. 

44  There  were  eleven  innocent  suffer 
ers  remaining  here  in  irons,  who,  without 
knowing  to  what  place  they  were  bound, 
embarked  in  Miranda’s  expedition,  for 
whom  I.  F.  Eckard,  Esq.  of  your  city 
with  his  charactci  istic  benevolence,  pie 
s-ntcd  a petition  on  their  behalf,  and  had 
them  liberated,  t he  prisoners  obtained 
from  kirn  a copy  of  the  petition  and  de- 
cree, which  has  enabled  tne  to  inclose  o 
foi  VOJ.” 

“ P.  S 15th  Sept.— The  vessel  being 

ftill  here,  1 have  to  mention,  that  a dread- 
ful scene  of  blood  has  taken  place  in 
Quito — This  province,  being  much  op 
pressed,  tried  last  year  what  Carraccas 
effected  in  the  present,  but  the  neighbor- 
ing provinces  not  bein£  ripe  yet  to  join 
them,  they  were  induced  again  to  acknowl- 
edge the  authority  of  the  vice-king  of 
Santa  Fe,  who  had  not  only  promised 
them  to  forget  their  opposition,  but  als* 
that  they  (hould  retain  a provincial  junta. 
But  the  vice-king,  again  reinllated,  kept 
no  promise,  had  them  all  imprisoned  and 
many  condemrfcd  to  death.  On  the  id 
of  Aug.  some  of  the  prisoners  rose  a- 
gainfl  their  guards  ; a bloody  conflict  en- 
sued—a battalion  of  troops  from  Lima 
which  had  been  at  Quit*,  since  laft  year, 
was  let  loose  upon  tne  people,  and  they 
have  murdered,  of  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren, about  4000,  and  plundered  the 
ttores  of  the  Quitonian  merchants.  On 
the  5th  of  Sept,  one  thousand  armed  vol- 
unteers set  off  for  the  assistance  of  9jtito, 
and  an  equal  number  had  gone  from  the 
intermediate  provinces  between  Santa  It 
and  Quito,  viz,  Popayan  and  Pastor. — 
Three  days  of  public  niaurning  were  ob- 
served at  Santq  Fe  and  the  same  will  take 
place  here,  for  their  brethren  dellroyed  at 
Q^iito.  The  vice-king  of  Santa  fe  and  se- 
veral of  hit  council,  are  at  present  here 
in  prison.  No  blood  has  been  tlied  ei- 
ther here  or  at  Santa  Fe."

cisco Miranda’s  vessels.  They  beg  leave 
molt  humbly  to  Hate,  that  they  were  un- 
acquainted with  the  intention  of  the  voy- 
age, but  embarked  as  Mariners  are  used 
to  Jo.  to  gain  a maintenance  by  the  hard 
labors  to  which  the  sea-taring  life  is  ex- 
posed, and  that,  as  far  as  criminality 
might  be  attached  to  the  intentions  of 
Miranda,  your  petitioners  had  no  (hare 
ij  them.  Moreover,  they  mofl  humbly 
conceive,  as  they  were  subsequently  in- 
formed, that  Francisco  Miranda  and  the 
officers  of  his  confidence,  went  not  far 
the  purpose  of  inimical  attack,  and  that 
bis  expedition  was  by  far  too  inconsider 
able  for  such  intention,  but  rather  to  of- 
fer friendly  assistance.  Your  unfortu- 
nate petitioners  however,  were  not  con- 
sulted and  had  no  actual  share  in  his 
views.  They  have  been  suffering  now 
lor  four  long  years,  loaded  with  irons  and 
hard  labor,  i a a foreign  climatt,  which 
in  their  native  country  is  considered  e 
qual  to  the  punifhment  of  death  —they 
therefore  dare  to  hope,  that  their  part 
sufferings  will  be  deemed  full  atonement 
tor  any  errors  they  might  have  commit- 
ted, and  the  more  so,  as  these  were  done 
jeithout  actual  evil  intention  on  their 
art,  and  as  the  degree  of  criminality  is 
duced  from  the  intention. 

A happy  result  having  also  crowned 
the  meritorious,  patriotic  exertions  of  the 
honorable  members  of  the  supreme  jin*  a 
of  Carthagenia,  to  establifh  a juft  govern- 
ment for  the  happiness  of  the  people, 
similar  to  the  government  of  their  na.

At  half  paltaii  hour  after  one  in  the 
evening  of  Thursday,  id  Auguft,  about 
40  or  50  men  imprisoned  in  the  city  goa 
of  <§*ui:o,  under  sentence  ot  death,  for 
having  borne  arms  in  the  revolution  of  the 
10th  Aug.  last,  like  lions,  seized  upon  the 
keeper  and  guards  ot  the  prison  ; the)* 1 
wound  and  slay  many  ; and  taking  pos- 
session of  their  arms,  clothe  themselves  in 
the  dreffes  of  the  slain — then  running  to 
the  barracks,  attack  ti  e guard,  who  were 
but^few,  (being  the  dinner  hour)  are  kil- 
h d ; the)  seized  upon  their  arms,  and  in 
a small  space  of  time  enter  the  interior, 
"<  he  r\f  bev  killed  capt.  I.imenn,  Don  Ni- 
cholas Culap,  and  Don  Joaquin,  Villas- 
pesa.capt.  of  the  battalion,  and  many  of 
the  soldiers.  But  as  these  brave  youths 
were  not  seconded,  they  i^re  at  length 
overcome  and  killed.  Thusthr  under- 
taking remained  unaccomplished.  The 
order  had  previously  been  given  for  the 
execution  of  every  prisoner  without 
exception,  and  indeed  was  effected  on 
twenty  ; among  whom  were  Don  Juan 
Salinos,  Don  Juan  de  Dios  Morales,  Don 
Manual  §>uiroga,  Don  Juan  Pallo  Arenas 
Don  Kioftio,  Don  Jose  Xavier  Ascusnbi, 
Don  Nicholas  Aquilera,  Don  Juan  de 
Larren,  Jtc. — The  patrole  immediately 
sallying  forth,  composed  of  the  Limenian 
soldiers,  on  horse  and  foo;,  put  to  death 
every  one  they  met,  men,  women  and 
children. 

In  this  confufion,  the  Bifhops  and  Priefts 
came  out,  endeavouring  to  appease  thetu- 
ruirit  which  was  now  rising  above  con 
trotU.  The  people  being  intimidated,  the 
tcVii  ^yas  given  up  to  be  sacked  by  the 
soTctiers ; when  stores,  warehouses  and 
dwellings  were  emptied.  I11  the  house  of 
Don  Lewis  Cifuentes  they  obtained  11,000 
dollars:  The  well  afforted  store  ol  Don 

Manuel  Bonilla  was  entirely  deftroyed,as 
well  as  those  of  many  others,  to  the  a- 
mountof  150,000  dollars.  These  events 
took  place  the  same  evening.  The  city 
being  garrisoned  by  the  artillery  and 
troops,  in  the  night  no  occurrence  took 
place  ; but  on  the  fcllowingday  waspub- 
iished  ty  beat  of  drum,  (as  well  to  res- 
train the  exceffes  of  the  troops,  who  ftill 
continue  to  riot  in  murder,  raprs,  and  all 
theiutMges  of  a barbarous  soldiery  sack- 
ing V^'iitffiulous  city)  as  to  give  notice 
that  saij  prisoners  were  the  origin  of  this 
disorder,  tliev  should  be  pursued  with  eve- 
ry exertion  to  bringthem  to  justice.  The 
people,  however,  continuing  the  cry  “ to

for  thealibult  ; andordering  the  troops  to 
retire  to  Lima.  But  this  laft  order  was 
not  complied  with ; for  on  the  following 
day  the  troops  were  ftill  combatting  the 
people.

He  also  gave  orders  to  the  country  militia 
to  come  into  town,  to  assist  him  in  com- 
pelling obedience;  at  the  same  time  he  was 
proceeding  to  the  fort  in  orderto  command 
with  its  guns,  the  town,  but  was  arrested 
on  his  way.  His  Secretary  being  already 
there,  ordered  the  captain  of  the  fort  to 
fire  upon  tjre  which  he  refused  to  do; 

the  Secretary,  then  finding  the  Governor 
ivasarrested,  fnade  hi>  escape.  The  Judge, 
Bet-gstedt,  was  alsoffrrested,  and  with  his 
clerk  and  a miri^er  of  servants,  put  on 
board  an  Amercan'  vessel,  and  forced  a- 
way,  with  ample  supplies,  however,  for 
his  maintenance,  and  with  a desire  that 
he  might  be  treated  according  to  his  rank, 
and  safely  landed  in  the  U united  States, 
from  whence  he  might  have  an  opportuni- 
ty to  repair  to  Sweden,  and  justify  himself 
before  their  common  sovereign  against  the 
complaints  made  against  him.

Capt.  Willoughby,  commander  0$ 
the  British  ship  of  war  Ncrcidc,  landed 
atvJacotcI,  isle  of  Mauritius,  on  the 
night  of  the  last  of  April,  with  58  sea- 
men and  50  marines,  and  in  the  face  of 
a heavy  fire  from  the  fort,  attacked  and;

AN  ORATION, 

Pronounced  by  EpuraimM.  Ewikof 

A student  in  the  Transylvania  University. 

October  3,  1810. 

Respected  Audience, 

As  many  of  the  young  gentlemen 
who  preceded  me,  have  called  your  at- 
tention to  those  political  stibjects  which 
at  this  time  most  concern  ususu  nation,! 
shall  not  trouble  you  with  further 
remarks  upon  any  of  those  themes:  nei- 
ther have  I the  presumption  to  suppose 
that  my  talents  and  little  experience 
will  be  competent  to  advance  any  thing 
new  or  interesting  to -these  of  this  as- 
sembly whose  minds  arc  matured  by 
experience,  and  invigorated  with  age. 

i o the  youth  who  have  assembled 
here  to-day,  1 shall  offer  a few  candid 
remarks. 

This,  young  gentlemen  of  Lcxing- 
mgton,  is  perhaps  the  last  time  that  I 
shall  have  the  honor  to  address  you, 
which  is  the  apology  I make  for  the 
choice  of  the  subject,  which  for  a few 
moments  claims  your  attention. 

V/e  are  about  to  embark, and  perhaps 
some  of  us  have  launched  out,  into  the 
tumultuous  ocean  of  an  alluring  but 
treacherous  world  ; our  experience 
have  not  taught  us  the  winding  labyr- 
inths through  which  we  have  to  pass. 
Many  prospects  spread  their  enchant- 
ing beauties  on  every  side  to  draw  us 
from  the  track  which  leads  to  the  des- 
tined port  ; from  which  il  we  deviate 
the  least,  the  recks  of  Sylla  and  Cat  ib- 
das  are  ever  ready  to  shatter  our  ves- 
sel, or  tne  Ureadfu!  vot-t^x  of  Mactsti  om 
to  ciaw it  in esistaLi v into  its  de vourii. ,1* 
gulf. 

To  the  young  mind,  the  most  v’emil 
object  is  clad  in  the  white  robe  of  inno- 
cence ; no  danger  appears  to  be  con- 
cealed under  the  deceitful  garb.  But 
we  should  never  adventure  too  far  ; 
the  ravenous  wolf  assumes  the  clothing 
of  the  lambj  that  he  may  the  more  ea- 
sily inveigle  his  prey. 

Ii  is  always  easier  to  refrain  from 
the  first  commission  of  an  evil  action 
than  from  the  repetition  of  it.  By  once 
gratifying  an  evil  propensity, we  increase 
its  avidity,  and  one  vicious  step  is  suc- 
ceeded by  another,  until  the  mind  be- 
comes so  far  debased  as  never  to  lie  a— 
bl»  to  regain  its  pristine  dignity  and 
purity.  The  abandoned  reprobate  did 
not  rush  headlong  into  cupidity  and 
corruption,  but  was  carried  on  by  a gen- 
tle tide  from  one  gratification  to  anoth- 
er, until  at  length  he  has  plunged  into 
the  abyss  of  irrecoverable  ruin.  We 
should  then  he  upon  our  guard,  re- 
membering that  we  stand  upon  slip- 
pery ground,  Sc  check  al!  evil  propen- 
sities in  the  bud.  The  gentle  stream 
is  easily  turned,  but  when  it  swells  to 
a rapid  torrent.it  sweeps  off  every  ob- 
struction ; no  barrier  is  adequate  t© 
change  its  current. 

We  should  be  solicitous  to  contract 
eaily  habits  cf  industry.  The  active- 
mind  ol  man  cannot  be  idle  and  inno- 
cent. It  must  be  employed  in  concert- 
ing projects  of  evil  or  good.  By  giv- 
ing it  an  early  turn  for  virtuous  pur- 
suits we  thereby  oppose  an  insupera-  , 
ble  barrier  to  the  noxious  vapours  oC 
vice  which  are  ever  ready  to  break  in 
and  captivate  the  empty  minds  of  the 
idle.  Besides,  it  is  assiduous  industry 
that  will  supply  our  board  with  luxuri- 
ant plenty  ; it  is  this  that  will  procure 
a comfortable  subsistence  for  declining  ’ 
age  ; it  was  this  too  that  enabled  a De- 
mosthenes, and  a Cicero,  a Newton  and 
a Curran, to  surmount  the  defects  of  na- 
ture, and  shine  forth  in  the  resplendid 
magnificence  of  unrivalled  glory.  In 
fine,  it  is  this  and  this  only  that  enr-blsd 
civilized  man  to  rcisethe  revel  of  his 
own  condition  above  the  grovelling 
sptii  e-  of  the  untaught  savage. 

Many  pleasing  scenes  ar*  dailr  pre- 
sented to  the  mind  which  are  calculated 
to  excite  the  curiosity,  and  attract  the 
attention  from  honest  industry. 
as  may  indeed  for  a while  satiate  the 
seuse«4  but  to  tiie  end  will  prove  the 
cup  of  bitterness.  Dice,  billiards,  cards, 
and  many  other  games,  are  deemed  at 
first  as  innocent  amusements,  and  we 
are  apt  to  think  from  the  momentary 
pleasure  they  afford  that  sn  evening’s 
recreation  at  them  is  net  only  allowable 
but  profitable.  But  their  evil  effects 
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upon  many  of  our  fellow  men,  sfy^uld 
teach  os  the  fallacy  of  this  opinion. 
The  more  we  indulge  in  these  gratifica- 
tions, the  more  we  will  be  attached  to 
•them,  until  at  length  they  will  engioss 
our  whole'time  atxl  attention. 

Theatrical  exhibitions  and  many  oth- 
rr  assemblies,  are  also  calculated  to 
draw  us  from  the  privacy  of  retirement 
in  search  of  pieaxui  e ; but  from  these 
nothing  useful  can  be  derived.  They 
instil  into  the  mind,  habits  of  idleness 
and  usele-s  mini),  and  the  transient  a 
Tmiscri.ent  they  afford,  is  always  des- 
troyed in  i he  reflecting-  mind,  by  a hit- 
ter regret  for  the  mispent  time.  1-' pol- 
icies, revels  and  gallantry,  are  pleasing 
to -the  young, bu1  if  we  consult  the  gre.- 
heatled  expel  ience  ol  those  veur  able 
fathers  we  will  learn  that  from  them  n* 
lasting  or  soii  | happiness  cun  he  tleiiv- 
c:l  ; but  that  on  the  contrary,'  hev  lead 
to  habits  which  will  embitter  all  our  fu- 
ture days.

1 1 vou  are  deteattd,  which  is  not 
unlikely  v u will  at  any  rate  so  weak  n 
the  enemy  , as  tofurnifll  yourself  with  the 
means  of  retreating  to  advantage.” 

A reinforcement  of  4.000  troops  has, 
in  consequence  of  the  above,  been  nr- 
lerercd  from  Cadiz  to  co-operate  with 
the  English  army  in  Portugal?"  The 
negociation  for  exchange  ot  prisoners 
between  France  nd  England  lias  not 
been  concluded  or  broken  off — but 
s'ight  hopes  only  are  entertained  of 
successful  termination,  Fouihe  has 
been  arrested,  and  imprisoned  by  the 
French  government.
